"ON THE DOUBLE" 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King has announced 
: JU* expansion in Canada's military and naval 
forces and the doubling of the British Common- 
wealth training plan. 

Doubling the number of the training staff, the 

men in training and the training planes may be 

-most impressive $o far as thc public is concerned, 

but the word "double" has another meaning which 

'might be investigated profitably. 

? "On the double" in the army means speed, and 

it might be that the government— if it would 

^study efficiency and speed— might achieve as 

'"much by resorting to the "double march" as it 

will achieve by the costly doubling of personnel 

and equipment, 

A Newmarket boy who has been in thc R.C.A.F. 
for some months writes home that he is still 
waiting to get down to business. He has been 
shunted around, been given injections, put on 
guard duty, and been inspected, ad nauseam. He 
counted as many as 60 inspectors in a week at 
his present training depot. 

We don't criticize the government for that, but 
we do point out how extraordinarily difficult it 
is for a government to get things done quickly 
and efficiently. There are so many departments 
io go through, there are so many regulations (one 
of the interesting regulations of the R.C.A.F., we 
learned the other day, is that women may not 
visit R.C.A.F. flying fields or training stations), 
there are so many hands through which instruc- 
tions must pass, that Ottawa's wishes may be- 
much distorted before they are put into effect. 

We will give another example, closer to home, 
of something not fairly called "war effort."

Tber» would be little gain In the long run in 
booming both agriculture and industry. The 
merit in the present situation probably lies in the 
fact that one section of the population is bonuscd 
at the expense of another section. T*e country 
can't lift itself by its own bootstraps, biit it can 
make life tolerable for one foot by putting the 
weight on the other. It would seem to us just aa 
likely to lead to a solution of our problems to 
stop bonusing industry as to start bonusing agri- 
culture. We can see, however, that the farmer 
has a far better chance to succeed in the latter 
program* 

At the moment the Canadian farmer can argue 
that hi* problem la a mult of the conquest of so 

many European countries by the Nazis, and that 
Canada should bonus him as a temporary war 
meaaute. When the war is over, there may be 
hope of at least a tariff union between the British 
Commonwealth and the United States. That 
would result in the lowering of the farmer's costs, 
and probably increase his markets, as a wider 
free trade area would tend to increase the pros- 
perity of all the people in it, even though par- 
ticular industries might suffer. 

Lowering the farmer's production costs is a real 
contribution toward the solution of his problem, 
but not if the reduction is a per unit reduction 
achieved through greater productivity. The 

Telegram says, "Not higher farm prices, but 
lower production costs may yet be the salvation 
of many farmers " but the Telegram forgets its 
premise, that "the fanning community is in ser- 
ious trouble through the loss of valuable overseas 
markets," when it writes, "if by good husbandry 
and specialization he can increase the output of 
his farm and decrease his operating costs his net 
at the end of the year may leave him a fair 
recompense for his labors." That might help an 
individual, but the sad truth is that our society 
is so organized that fanners would help them- 
selves more by widespread curtailment of pro- 
duction, that is, trade unionism on the farm. The 
individual farmer will serve himself best and his 
country best by joining the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture and supporting its leaders in 
whatever policy they determine on, seeking 
government protection in the form of bonuses, 
the reduction of costs by easing the protection to 
other groups, the increase of farm prices through 
restriction of production, or any other united - 
farm policy.

WHO IS GREAT?

Tve listened, as I suppose moat 
of you have, to discussions as to 
what makes a man or woman 

great — is it certain qualities of 

mind and heart? Is it certain 1 
combinations of circumstances, or 
is it the times In which they 
live? 

As each person in a discussion 
of this kind usually holds fast to 
the opinion with which he 

started out, the listener being a 
free Canadian, usually does the 
some, even if he emerges from 
the vocal shower-bath a bit 
breathless, and, for a few mom- 
ents, bewildered. 

I have come to the conclusion 
that we call people great for two 
reasons: one group of people will 
look for the brilliancy of thought 
and action, which stands out 
against their own drab lives, like 
the sun bursting through clouds; 
another group which is strug- 
gling to accomplish something in 
some particular sphere of en- 
deavor, will look at those who 
have reached the top — though the 
sphere-sitters themselves may be 
looking to further climbing — and 
call them great. 

There are some types of great- 
ness which belong only to their 
own period— they live, they work 
and accomplish something for 
their own day and generation — 
and they, are gone, and there are 
some types which "age cannot 
wither." 

There are some forms of evil 
which every decent person 
loathes, and one of them is slav- 
ery. 

And whether it be a Pharaoh 
on the throne of mighty Egypt, 
an Arab slave dealer, a Simon 
Legree inside or outside "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin," Herr Adolph Hit- 
ler or Benito Mussolini, they call 
forth the same detestation of 
their cruelty from which no 
rank, power or wealth can save 
them. 

These men, in their lust for 
power — for greatness as they 
saw it— pulled down the struc- 
tures of decency and brotherhood 
and took to themselves the pre- 
rogative of God— owning the 
body and soul ofchuman beings. 

Like poisons, most evils have 
an antidote— Moses was Phar- 
aoh's. That ruler, to control his 
venomous hatred, lost the riches 
of his kingdom, his slaves, his 
army and his son, while Moses 
led his army of erstwhile slaves 
to a haven where he could lay in 
thorn the foundation of a new 
civilization, founded on God- 
given laws. Pharaoh sat on the 
greatest throne in the world;

The poisonous Simon Legrees 
of the southern States found 
their antidote In Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

These slave-owners had their 
chance to be great— some of them 
were kind, many of them splen- 
did persons in every other re- 
spect— but human chattels were 
an enormous source of wealth;

Pharaoh "they hardened their 
hearts and would not let them 
go," but Lincoln was a God-like 
man, he could not see men 
bought and sold as animals, and 
so he risked civil war, and won 
both the war and thc freedom of 
his black brothers. 

Hitler typifies all that was 
worst in the slave-holders of old 
—their cruelty and their utter 
disregard of human values. He 
too had a chance to be great— to 
build and not destroy — to lead 
his people in peaceful paths and 
foster their arts and crafts, and 
instead he thought in- terms of — 
Hitler! Against him are arrayed 
the forces of the democracies and 
the brains of men like Churchill 
and Roosevelt. If the past is 
any criterion of the present, 
there is no doubt that Hitler will 
share the fate of the tyrants 
before him, and Churchill, Met- 
axea and Roosevelt will go down 
in history as great deliverers. 

Those great men mentioned 
have all been men of action, as 
was David Livingstone, who 
freed many Africans from the 
terrors of superstition and cruelty 
and showed them "thc way, thc 
truth, the life."

Radium, with all its 
possibilities, would have been an 
unknown quantity had not Mon- 
sieur and Madame Curie toiled 
and sacrificed to give it to thc 
world, and thousands of others 
known and unknown were great 
because they counted no sacrifice 
too great to make in thc cause of 
humanity. 

W (Ilia m Shakespeare lives 
more truly now in the hearts of 
all lovers of great literature than 
he did when he lived in the 
flesh in the days of "good Queen 
Bess," and Charles Dickens is 
still a magician who can hold his 
audience on screen or between 
book covers, as surely as he did 
when he first introduced an 
astonished world to Micawbcr 
and Pickwick. 

Bach and Beethoven, Chopin 
and Wagner still exercise their 
magic spell. Theirs is a great- 
ness which cannot die, it grows 
with the growth of music and 
its appreciation, and where these 
musicians' audiences could once 
bo counted in thousands, today, 
thanks to radio, they can be 
counted in millions. 

Michelangelo, Raphael, Titian 
and the others of their crafts 
who can bring a bit of heaven 
or nature to our homes, even in 
reproductions of their great 
masterpieces, arc great too, with 
n greatness that has nothing to 
do with time. 

And in religion, after Christ, 
who epitomized the greatness — 
pity, love, charily and courage — 
of the ages, there came Paul, 
the missionary, fearless, full of 
zeal. John, writer and poet, St. 
Augustine, St. Francis d'Assissi, 
Savonarola, Martin Luther, Cal- 
vin, Wesley, Booth and a host 
who have, at home and abroad, 
carried the cross in their mas- 
ter's name, and routed the 
powers of darkness. 

And women down the ages to 
Florence Nightingale, on down 
to our own queen and Mrs.

"They were 
digging into the filth and dirt in 
the enclosure," the witness stated. 
"These pigs were the worst I have 
seen in my experience." 

Constable Williamson corrobor- 
ated the previous witness's state- 
ment adding thai the sows were in 
very poor condition and that the 
animals had to lie on manure. 

Mr. Clegg. who Is looking after 
the farm while Us owner is in 
England, gave as the reason for 
the poor condition of the sows the 
fact that he had left the young pigs 
j with them for three months Instead 
i of weaning them at eight or ten 
weeks as Is usual. He did not 
think it unusual to leave the pigs 
v/Jth the older animals that long. 
He said that as his water system 
had broken down he was unable to 
give the pigs their usual porridge 
on the morning that the Humane 
Society representative visited the 
farm, but gave them wheat instead. 
"It is poor practice to leave pigs 
on their mothers three months." Dr. 
Lcason, veterinary surgeon of the 
Humane society, told his worship. 
"Would you say that it Is cruel 
to leave pigs with the sow that 
long?" asked the crown attorney. 

"Yes, I would say that it was 
cruel and unnecessary to leave 
them tor that length of time," re- 
plied the witness.

Monday evening saw the town 
council taking stock for the year 
and receiving numerous requests 
for grants, increased wages and 
departmental supplies. 

Aurora public library request- 
ed a grant similar to last year of 
$U>50. ' -- 

The Aurora Horticultural So- 
ciety requested their annual 
grant, pointing out they had 
been cut to $50. Council decided 
that all applications for grants 
from the municipality must bo 
in the hands of the finance com- 
mittee by March 1. 

"We will strike the budget and 
tax rate in March and we must 
have all data available,"' said 
Deputy-Reeve C. E. Sparks, 
chairman of the committee. The 
library board was made an in- 
terim grant of $200.. 

A bill for S60.39 for groceries 
and coal supplied two families in 
quarantine drew considerable 
comment. The bill was approved 
by Chief Constable Dunham, who 
acls as inspector for the board *$f 
health. 

"Apparently we have to supply 
food and heat when a famiy I? 
quarantined and no one can work,'" 
said the mayor. 

"I haven't been able to find any- 
thing but an inference in the act 
that forces us to do so. " said Town 
Solicitor I* C. Lee, "hut we haven't 
much alternative if the board 
thinks it advisable." 

"It i* like relief:' said Councillor 

Dr. G. A. C. Gunton. '*If the 
people come into funds later we 

could collect this amount from 
them/' 

A representative of it Toronto 
firm that supplies, fire-flghtlng 
equipment gave council a demon- 
stration of the efficacy of a fire 
extinguisher. An aluminum ladder- 
was also shown, as were designs 
for a new fire-truck. Price for a 
50-foot ladder was quoted at $370. 

A wooden ladder of the same typo 
would cost $281. 

"I wouldn't want to send a man 
up our present 50-ft. wooden 
ladder." Fire Chief Jones reported. 

"We haven't a ladder capable of 
reaching our highest buildings," 



said Dr. G. A. C. Gunton. 

"If we intend to purchase a lad- 
der of this type wc shouldn't 
delay.", said Mayor Frank Under- 
hlll. "There's no telling where 
aluminum prices will go. or if 
you'll get one nt all. Let the com- 
mittee bring in a full report."

Chairman of the waterworks 
committee. Councillor A. A. Cook, 
said that Waterworks Foreman A. 
t*angman reported the fire, pump 
as inadequate for the present sys- 
tem. 

"It was installed in. 1914 and was 

obsolete In type within five years," 
said Mr. Cook. "It is. working yet 
but there's no telling when it might 
break down. Mr. Longman reports 
this so he won't be held 'respon- 
sible if anything happens., I think 
something should be done to re- 
vamp the waterworks system, as 
has been done with the electric 
lights 7 

M. Butter, an employee on call. 
by the waterworks, requested - an 
increase in wages. He now receives 
23c an hour. Leo Hodgins, town 
caretaker, and Who also super- 
vises the safety of school children, 
also requested an Increase. His 
present waye is $12 per* week. .Both 
requests were left over. 

The electric light chairman. 
Councillor Ross Linton, received an 
agreeable surprise when he request- 
ed authority to purchase 5000 worth 
ot* copper wire, and had this 

amount boosted to $1,000. 

"Ws> don't need this much at 
present, hut prices are headed up- 
wards." said the councillor. 

"It will be good business to buy 
double that amount without delay. 
You will need it over the year or 
early next year." said Mayor Frank 
Underbill. 

"I would, like to see a complete 
check-up in nil departments as to 
what we have on hand in goods 
and where it Is stored and a record 
kept of where it Is used," said 
Mayor Underhlll. "I am not 
criticizing the committee chairmen, 
but they are responsible for their 
departments and they should make 
the department heads check every-- 

thing." Committee chairmen 
promised to clarify the situation.
